in Virginia Grant will bo prepared to 
meet Lee, but not before. They are com- 
ing now.

Grant will 
not be ready before the 15th of May, 
perhaps not until the first of June. In 
the meanwhile, we must expect every 
possible discouragement—defeat and dis- 
aster elsewhere, nnd a gloom more pro- 
found than that which covered the coun- 
try previous to Vicksburg and Donelson.

a letter from Mr. Lincoln to A. G. Hodges 


' Esq., of Kentucky, In which the President 
gives to the public the arguments with 
which he attempted to assuage the grief 
and appeaso tho wrath of those border 
state men who got indignant becauso the 
colored element of tho country was made 
uso of iu defeating those who would de- 
stroy the liberty of both white and black. 


It can easily be seen by the drift of tho 


•• President's letter that in tho convcrsatun 
alluded to, 'tho unconstUutionalily of em- 
ploying colored men, either free or slave, 
had been urged upon the attention of Mr. 
Lincoln, and iu his reply to them, he dis- 
poses of the argument i of some others that 
•aro often urged in a latitude much farther 
* north than Kentucky, and by a class of 


men loss earnest, if possible, in their de- 
siro to sea tho rebellion put down and its 
originators punished, than the milk and 
water patriots of the border states. 
Sav- 


ing the constitution at the expense of the 


• nation's life is worthy of that .sublimo the- 
. ory of government onunciatod by Buchan- 


an, when he asserted that a state had no 
right to secede, lui if it did do HO, then 
there wab no power iu the constitution, to 
compel it to return. The true patriot and 
*tutc!>imin will suvn the country if possible 
without bcclugonc jut or tittle of the con- 
Stitulh'ii pasx nwny, but if the exigencies 
of the times require him to make the 
choice between the destruction of the na- 
tion and the total loss of all civil govern 
ment, or to allow some slight infraction of 
tho written instrument, he will not hesitate 
long which it shall be. And thocoppcrheads 
of to-day who arc PO clamorous that the 
war shall be prosecuted according to the 
strictest letter of tho constitution will 
find nu answer and food for reflection in 
tho letter of tho President to Mr. Hodges. 


(But there is one feature of this letter, 


.which; while it may happily illustrate the 
President's honesty of purpose in admin- 
istering tho nfTairfl of tho nation, cnnuoc 
be eaid to sot forth 
his deep sagacity 


and presotenco as a great statesman in any 
very enviable light. 
Ho saya: •' When, 


early in tho war, Oon. Fremont attempted 
military emancipation, I forbade it, be- 
cause I did not then think it an indispen- 
sable necessity. When, a little later, Qnn 
Cameron, then Secretary of War, suggest- 
ed the arming of tho blucks, I objected to 
it; because I did not yet think it an in 
dispensable necessity. When, still later 
Gen. Hunter attempted military emanci 
pation, I again forbade it; because I did 
not yet think tho indispensable necossity 
had come." 


Whatever tho President may have 


thought then of tho " indispensable ueces 
flity," he cannot bo HO blind now IM not to 
seo that Gen. Fremont struck tho kej 
note of tho correct policy 
when he 


attempted 
that military 
emancipation 


which the President forbade. And it 
is tnmovvlmt difficult for the common mine 
to dirino why Mr. Lincoln should war 
until blood shed and disaster should have 
nearly cra/.od the nation before ho could 
soo that tho groat day of " indispinsiblo 
necessity " had arrived. Fremont saw it 
and Hunter saw it, and even tho selftah and 
sordid Cameron who seldom sees anything 
but the almighty dollar, thought he saw it, 
though whether from motives of principle 
or policy, those who know him best are at 
no loss to determine. Thin we regard as 
the great mistake of the President's official 
oaroor. and a blunder into which ho fell in 
consequonceof the belief entertained by him, 
that tho peoplo wore notyet ready for what 
was then regarded na extreme measures. 
Thesimplo truth is tho people aro always in 
odvancc of their rulers, and really lead the 
politicians instead of tho politicians loading 
them. 
Everybody remembers with what 


gladness the people all over the freoState.s, 
hailed Fremont'n proclamation when it 
was issued; in Missouri, nor can any one 
ht\vo forgotten tho sorrow that took the 
place of joy in all loyal hearts, when the 
President's mighty arm was stretched forth 
to rivit tho chains again upon limbn thus 
made free. 
It was said that tho move- 


ment 
was 
premature—the 
President 


thought ao himself, but the only'parties 
unpreparo I at that time, we re the copper- 
hor,ds at tho North and tho sluve-holders 
of the South. Mr. Lincoln virtually ad- 
niii'J that ho did not adopt the emancipa- 
tion policy until it became indispensably 
nec-isssary to save tho nation, and tho quos- 
t,ion naturally arises^woutd not there have 
been loss peril to the country had ho adopt- 
ed it before the necessity was so imperative. 
Would there not have boon lo.ss procrasti 
cation and a much more vigorous prosecu- 
tion of the war, had tho President listened 
to the suggestive voioo that came to him 
from Fremont in Missouri and from tho 
now lamented Hunter iu South Carolina, 
where traitors tiro indigenous to the soil? 
So it Booms to us, and although the copper- 
head riotn in New York and elsewhere 
would have culminated u little sooner in 
consequence, they would have been as 
easily put down and tltt» vrnr have been 
much nearer its oloso to-day than it now is. 


And the greatest objection that now ex- 


ists in tho minds of the loyal people of the 
States, to tho re-nomination of Abraham 
Lincoln for tho high and vastly responsi- 
ble position which ho now occupies, is that 
they distrust his timidity and tardiness, 
while they havo the utmost faith in his 
ability nnd integrity.

want is tho nwift, avenging blows of jus- 
tice that shiill let the oppressed go free 
and auiUo tha oppressor to the dimt at> ono 
and at the same time.

tho letter of tho President to Mr. Hodges. 


_But there-is one feature .of .this letter, 


'.which; while it'may happily illustrate' the 
President's honesty of purpose iu admin- 
-iatsring the affairs of tho nation, cannot 
be said to set forth 
his deep sagacity 


and pressioace as a great states/nun in any 
very enviable light. He says: ''When, 
early in tho war, Gee. Fremont attempted 
military emancipation, I forbade it, be- 
cause I did not then think it an indispen- 
sable necessity. When, a little later, Gen. 
Cameron, then Secretary of War, suggest- 
ed the arming of tho blacks, I objected to 
it; because I did not yet think it an in- 
dispensable necessity. When, still later, 
Gen. Hunter attempted military emanci- 
pation, I again forbade it; because I did 
not yet think tho indispensable necessity 
had come." 


Whatever tho Prasidont may have 


thought then of the " indispensable neces- 
sity," ho cannot bo so blind now as not to
